War Is Imminent In Europe. Napoleon, deem- 


ing the cession of the provinces of Luxemburg 
indlspenslble for the military security of the 
French frontier, ha* been nugotiating with the 
Duke of Holland for its purchase nnd Ha incor 
poratlon with the French Empire. The fortress 
of Luxemburg—the strongest in the Knipire, is 
already held by ft Prussian garrison, aud the 
Prussian Government, which now controls al 
Germany, South as well as North, iirmly objects 
to the transfer and the King of Holland has 
broken off negotiations with Napoleon.

Emperor has been busy for a long time n.ak\nj 
gigantic preparations for war in the mauufnctur< 
of needle guna, and the increase of the army to 
it war footing. Count Bismarck has premptorily 
called upon him for an ciplanalton, and to de 
•1st at his peril from such hostile or menacing 
proceedings. What course Napoleon will Ink 
la uncertain, but a few days will determine. With 
the World's Fair In progress, lie no doubt prc 
fcrs peace ; besides, he cannot, at present, cop 
in numbers with his adversary, and if bent 01 
war, will desire to gain time, aud to form, if pos 
siblc, alliances with his neighbors. Napoleon
